The independent claim identify the feature of " input means for accepting a 
selection instruction input of the television broadcast signal from a user: wherein it is 
constituted such that the channel scan means judges according to said selection 
instruction input whether or not the extraction of the teletext data is to be stopped in said 
time window" . The closest prior art, Yasumichi et al (P.N. JP406233262A) discloses a 
receiving device which includes the feature of extracting teletext data from the received 
video signals, either singularly or in combination fail to anticipate or render the above 
underlined obvious.
